THE ACTON MURDER. 


DEFENDANT OAMPBELL 
RATES HIS STORY. 


, NAR- 


He Says Boyd Was Angry Because 
He Would Not Swear to a False- 
hood for Him—Lyons’s Testi- 
mony Impeached—Case to Be 
Resumed Today. 


There is no doubt that . a strong 
case has been made out by the prose- 
cution in the trial of Robert Campbell, 


charged with killing Hugh Boyd, near 
Acton, last June; but the defense has 
struggled hard to prove that Campbell 
was justified in shooting Boyd, on the 
theory of self-defense, and it is not 
regarded as probable that there will be 
a verdict of murder in the first degree. 

The trial proceeded yesterday, and 
the testimony was about all in when 
Judge Shaw adjourned court for the 
day. Oneof the most interesting de- 
velopments in the testimony of the day 
was the direct connection of the well- 
known Lyons arson and perjury cases 
with this case as one of the causes of 
the fatal quarrel. 

During the morning the prosecution 
closed its case without bringing out 
anything specially new in the story of 
the killing heretofore published. 

The defense introduced several wit- 
nesses to prove the character of the 
defendant, and they testified that his 
disposition was peaceable, and that he 
bore a good reputation for peace and 
quietude. These witnesses were Harry 
Hebbeck, Peter Guerra and Edward 
Remus. 

T. W. Lyons and William Newman 
testified that they had heard Boyd 
make threats against Campbell a few 
days before the tragedy. 

The defendant was then called and 
testified in his own defense. He said 
that he lived four miles from Acton 
before the tragedy, and is a miner and 
r a business he has followed 

26 or 27 years. He had a essed 
with Boyd several days before the kil 
ing. It was one day when he was re- 
turning home from Acton. He 
stopped at the mill and had a drink of 
whisky. Boyd and Lyons were there, 
and a dispute about a dog arose, which 
was settled. Then Lyons asked him 
if he could not swear that he had seen 
twomen coming toward Acton the 
morning of November 6th. Lyons 
had been arrested for a gh at the 
time, and the men referred were 
Taylor and Hughes, whom he ‘had ac- 
cused of setting fire to a barn. Camp- 
bell replied to the request by saying 
that he had not seen the men, and 
could not swear to it. Lyons then 
said, Well, we'll cremate you.“ Boyd 
struck him in the face, and he ran out 
and hid until morning, when he came 
into the mill again and got his hat. 

The witness had no further difficulty 
with Boyd until the day of the killing, 
when he was returning from the Te- 
junga, where he had been for seven or 
eight days after the first. trouble. He 
had his gun with him and it was loaded 
with buckshot. As hecame by Reilly’s 
mill Boyd called out to him. He was 
also on horseback, and as he came up 
Campbell called him a vile name, and 
said he would not help a friend. This 
was in reference to his 2 to 
swear falsély for Lyons. Hore came 
toward him and had a bottle in his 
hund. He cursed Campbell and said 
he would break the bottle 
head. Campbell rode off, tellin te biz

The defendant Foley to pacify 
Boyd he asked him for a chew of 
tobacco, which the latter refused, and 
said he would shoot Campbell if he 

ad a gun. Then he got off his horse 
and ran toward Lyons’s house to get a 
gun. Foley had taken the caps off 
Campbell’s gun, and the latter rode 
away. He ey the gun and when 
he got around a hill stopped, because 
he thought Boyd would cut across and 
shoot him from the top of the hill. He 
turned and came back, and as hegot 
in sight of ‘Boyd called out to him to 
turn his gun loose, thinking he would 
prefer that Boyd should shoot at him 
from a long distance if atall. Boyd 
came running toward him then and 
Campbell kept calling to him to stop. 
He would not, and when a few feet 
away Campbell shot one barrel to 
frighten him. It did not have the de- 
sired effect, however, and Campbell 
fired again with fatal effect, the charge 
lodging in Boyd’s side and killing him 
almost instantly. 

This was the substance of the de- 
fendant’s story, although he was al- 
most cross-examined by his own coun- 
sel. Mr. Hardesty was quite rasping 
in his cross-examination. but Campbell 
stuck to his version of the difficulty. 

Lyons was put on the stand in re- 
buttal and denied that he had held a 
conversation with the defendant, such 
as had been related, and then witnesses 
were introduced who swore they would 
not believe Lyons on oath. At this 
stage of the proceedings the court ad- 
journed.

DR. JEKYLL AND 


A Counterpart of the Celebrated 
Character 


The “Strange Story of Dr. Jekyll 
and Mr. Hyde” has met almost 


an exact counterpart in Los Angeles 
in the person of Frank Lee, à printer, 
who was examined yesterday before 
the Commissioners in Lunacy in Judge 
McKinley’s court. He is a fine printer 
and an intelligent man, about 40 years 
of age. For two years past he has led 
a singular double existence. During 
that period he has followed his busi- 
ness as a compositor nearly all the 
time, and to all a go ema was a 


well-informed man who some- 
ed too much in intoxi- 
canta. same time, however, he 


has been under the influence of voices, 
which have constantly been with him 
and attempted to guide his thoughts 
and actions. Under this influence he 
has done absolutely astonishing things, 
and at other times has seemed almost 
an entirely different man. The matter 
has so preyed upon him that yesterday, 
while himself, he hunted up the com- 
missioners and be them to assist 
him in counteracting the warring in- 
fluences at work in his nature. An 
examination was held, and while it 
was going on a most singular exhibi- 
tion of Mr. Lee’s double nature took 
place. 

In a simple, direct manner he rer 
lated the history of the 4 5 two years 
of his life, speaking of his other self 
as of a distinct personality, which, in 
some remote, but absolute, way, was 
himself but not himself. About two 
years ago, he said, his knees gave way 
and he fell to the ground. He tried to 
get up, but could not, and at that Very 
moment a voice said distinctly: Pra 
to God, and you will be all right. 2 
did so, and immediately stood up. 
Ever since that time voices have con- 
stantly been giving him messages, even 
while he was working or conversing 
about entirely different things. As a 
rule they do not interrupt him while 
others are talking, but often break 
into the conversation and cause him to 
act queerly, so that his friends look at 
himin wonder. He realizes that he is 
acting ea: but cannot throw off 
the feeling. e voices come to him 
at night and tell him to do things, and 
when he does not obey they punish him 
by jerking his head back and forth, 
causing his body and limbs to contort, 
and he comes forth from the torture 
black and blue. He formerly resisted 
these influences, and the torture was 
sO exquisite that he finally yielded to 
it. Once a voice told him to stick his 
head in a * and be had to do it. 
At another time one of the invisible 
influences whispered to him to make 
faces at a lady who was passing him on 
the street. He felt ashamed of himself 
but obeyed, much to the astonishment 
of thelady. Some of the voices ur 
him todo good things and others just 
the opposite, and between them 
both he was involved in the 
strangest complications. A voice came 
to him in the night and told him to 
take a knife and kill himself. Another 

voice told him not todoit. Thish indy 
pened twice. He was talking to al 
one evening, a friend of whom he is 
very fond, and a voice told him to tell 
her that she had a snub nose. He did 
so and his friend was very indignant 
at such an outbreak, but be could not 
help it. In fact, his situation has be- 
come so unbearable t he appealed 
to for relief. 
told his story in a ectly 
3 manner, and said that the voices 
were not troubling him. When he fin-

WRECKED SIGNS. 


Mr. Schultz Takes the Law Into 
His Own Hands. 

About 7:30 o’clock last evening 
people in the neighborhood of First 
and Spring streetg were startled by a 
crash of what appeared to be falling 
glass. Everyone instantly looked for 
the cause, and very soon a crowd 
formed about the entrance to the 
drug store kept by Herbert G. God- 
frey at No. 11 South Spring street, 
from whence the sound came.

THE SEWER SITUATION. 


As we stated yesterday, an attempt 
is being made by certain disgruntled 
and defeated indigiduals to work upon 
the feelings of citizens, and make them 
believe that the recent defeat of the 
outfall-sewer system was a mistake. 


oo Among the leading arguments which 


are being used to create this impres- 
sion may be mentioned the rain-storm 
and its consequent inconvenience; the 
lack of bids for the use of the sewage, 
and the testimony of some persons be- 
fore the Sewer Commission that they 
had found the sewage a nuisance at 
Vernon, 

When faced in a calm, dispassionate 
manner, this attempted scare is seen 
to be based upon a most flimsy founda- 
tion. While the details may need 
careful consideration, the general out- 
line of this sewage question, as it is 
presented to usin Los Angeles today, 
is very simple. The primary object to 
be aimed at is not the producing of a 
useful fertilizer, nor has such a claim 
ever been advanced, as far as we are 
aware; but such utilization of the sew- 
age is certainly a very important sec- 
ondary consideration, more especially 
when therewith is connected, as in this 
instance, the avoidance of the pollu- 
tion of our ocean front, and the tedious 
litigation which we know such pollu- 
tion would entail. ' 
As to the testimony in regard to th 
nuisance said to have been created by 
the use of sewage water in the Vernon 
district, it will be noted that the testi- 
mony is very far from being unani- 
mous to this effect; moreover, those 
persons who should know most on the 
subject, namely, the users of the sew- 
age, are, almost without exception, 
in favor of it. Waiving, however, the 
question as to whether the sewage, as 
formerly used about Vernon, did or 
did not create a nuisance, and grant- 
ing that it did, this is not at all a mat- 
ter for surprise, considering the very 
crude, hap-hazard and unscientific 
manner in which the distribution and 
utilization were carried on. The 
cleansing of cesspools in a city might 
easily be made so strong-smelling and 
intolerable a nuisance as to drive pop- 
ulation away, but it is unnecessary to 


guy that such is not the case. 


There is much pertinacious insist- 
ance upon the fact that no offer has 
been sent in for the use of the sewage, 
apart from that of the Pacific Sewage 
Company, which offer is not of a suf- 
ficiently faverable nature to make it a 
subject of very serious consideration 
on the part of the city. Why were no 
offers received? The answer is very 
simple. The conditions imposed upon 
bidders are altogether too onerous. 
Col. Baker, who intended to put in an 
offer for the sewage, makes this very 
clear. While quite willing to take the 
sewage, and to bind himself to re- 
ceive it for a reasonable period— 
say for 10 or 2 ‘years—he

streets. This is about a mile and a 
half inside the city limits, and would 
necessitate much expensive piping, 
right of way purchases, and so forth, 
which would be sufficient to deter any 
sensible man from bidding. 

But suppose no offers are made for 
the sewage. Whatthen? Why should 


that. not be the best course, in any 
case? It need not cost much. No 
patent is required. There is good 


simple but effective outfit for deodor- 
izing the sewage could be erected ata 
cost which, together with necessary 
land, connecting pipes, etc., would not 
exceed $30,000 to $40,000, and, when 
erected, could be run by a moderate- 
salaried superintendent and three or 
four ordinary laborers. There would 
be at least two important advantages 
in this plan. The city would receive 
whatever profit might accrue from the 
sale of the sewage water and solids, 
and by the placing of the system under 
proper official control, nuisances. would 
be avoided, such as might from time to 
time occur under private manage- 
ment. There are, in fact, many rea- 
sons why the city should itself take 
charge of this business, and we have 
yet to hear of the first sound reason 
why it should not. 

Now asto the storm drains. It is 
jificult for any reasoning and reason- 
able person to comprehend how the 
recent heavy rainfall can in any degree 
have impaired the truth and force of 
the argument adduced by THe Tres, 
and those standing with it, during the 
campaign, against the expenditure of 
over half a million dollars for such 
drains. It certainly has not changed 
our opinion on the subject one iota. 
What we objected to was not the build- 
ing of storm drains—except in so far 
as they were to be combined with sewer 
drains—but to the expenditure of the 
immense sum of over $500,000 for the 
system proposed and rejected, when 
all in that line that we actually need 
could be constructed for less than one- 
fourth of that sum. Moreover, these 
owlish critics should remember that, 
even had the sewer bonds been voted, 
it would not have prevented the flood- 
ing of the cable road power-houses dur- 
ing the present week. ‘The Sewer 
Commission may be relied upon to in- 
corporate in its plan for a sewer sys- 
tem an eflicacious and at the same 
time economical storm-drain scheme. 
We do not belive for a moment that 
there is any need or any danger of the 
eity being placed at the mercy of pri- 
vate individuals or corporations in the 
handling of the sewage. If no accept- 
able offers are made, the city has al- 
ways the right to fall back upon itself 
as its own contractor. It is not de- 
fenseless, and is quite capable of solv- 
ing this simple business problem. 
Here, then, in brief, is the true pres- 
ent situation of the sewer question. 
Level-headed citizens will not permit 
their sober judgment to be overbal- 
anced by the sensational and inter- 
ested statements of men who feel sore 
over their recent defeat, and are still

A NUMBER OF QUITE SERI- 
OUS WASHOUTS. 


The Santa Monica Track Swept by 
a Broad Flood—Trouble Near San 
Fernando and on Various Other 

Lines— The Senate Commisston. 


The railroad people were considera- 
bly upset yesterday on account of the 
washouts on the varieus lines. The 
most serious one was on the Southern 
Pacific line to Santa Monica. The 
washout took place at Gray’s Station, 
just the other side of The Palms, and 
was caused by a cloudbarst which took 
place in the hills back of the Soldiers’ 
Home, shortly after 12 o’clock noon. 

The water came down. like a great 
wave and struck the track ata point 
where there were no ereek or river- 
beds, and of course the track was weak 
at that point for the reason that the 
builders never expected it to be struck 
by a flood. The water Was two or three 
feet deep and over a mile wide when 
it struck, the track. IU rupning at 
a speed of 30 or 40 milés an hour, and 
at least two miles of track was washed:

Money is easy, and where a year ago 
it could not be had for much less than 


15 and 18 per cent., eastern money, on 
first-class securities, can now be got- 
‘ten for 8 per cent., and possibly less. 
It is a remarkable feature in the finan- 
cial history of the city that matters 
here have been satisfactorily adjusted 
in so many cases. There are those 
who prophesied yniversal disaster, and 
that men would go down like rows of 
bricks. Many did go, and more must; 
but Pasadena has ridden the storm in 
a manner little short of marvelous. 
She has rebounded, and is now rising 
again on a more substantial basis. 


THE position af Health Officer is one 
of the most important holdings in a 
city. He is supposed to have an eye. 
out for anything deleterious to the 
best conditions to health. Pasadena 
is free from the curse of impure water. 
She has no wells receiving the seepage 
of cesspools, so often the cause of dis- 
ease in the East. Our water is pumped 
directly from springs. We examined 
some Las Cacitas water some time ago 
and the microscope failed to show the 
slightest animal trace—an unusual 
condition of things. The water stand- 
ing in the reservoirs cannot, of course, 
show as clear a bill of health. The 
value of the Health Officer to a place is 
easily shown by statistics. It is known 
that by following his advice and that 
of the State Board of Health, that 
80 per cent. of the deaths from 
diphtheria and scarlet fever are 
avoided, a result achteved, according 


to Dr. H. H. Baker, secretary of the 


Michigan Board of Health, by 
the thorough disinfection of all in- 
fected persons, things and places. The 
man is supposed, according to the 
statistician’s basis, to be worth to the 
community in which he lives about 
$1000. In a city as large as Pasadena, 
where these diseases are very rare, the 
Health Officer has but little to do; but 
in recommending disinfectants in 
rooms where consumptives have died 
he can accomplish much. Mr. Baker 
states that in a village of 1500 inhab- 
itants the Health Officer can easily save 
the lives of two children and one grown 
person in each year. and he therefore 
assumes that the village could pay its 
Health Officer $2000 ber year for his 
services in preventing and restricting

A GLANCE AT THE sTORM’S 
DESTRUCTION.

The Rain Ceases— The Damages 
Gutters Washed Out—The Post- 
office OClosed—The Fire Engine 
at Werk — The Trains Discon- 
tinued. — 


The incessant rain of the past few 
days came to a standstill at 2:30 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, and up to 7 o’clock 
in the evening not a drop had fallen. 
The storm reached its height between 
12 and 1 o’clock, when the rain came 
down in torrents, the precipitation 
reaching consjderably over an inch. 
The sun now peeped forth from behind 
the clouds, and with the ceasing of the 
element large numbers of people got 
up courage enough to venture out. All 
the morning the gutters had over- 
flowed, and the sidewalks in many 
parts of town resembled small-sized 
creeks. 

Mary street, which has not yet been 
put to grade, overloaded the water on 
the pavements, which were covered 
with water to the depth of three 
inches. 

In Altadena a dozen small foot 
bridges were washed away and the 
roads generally damaged. 

North Lake avenue, near the High- 
land car barn, was badly washed, the 
eta — washing places beyond rec- 

on. 
low the Raymond, on the line of 
the Cross road, the damage to the 
grading may reach nearly $1500. 

At the corner of Union street and 
Fair: Oaks avenue, and on Colorado 
street near Raymond, the gutters could 
not carry off the water, and the sur- 
plus flooded the pavements to a con- 
siderable extent. 

Crawford & Vickers, the butter men, 
La Spada, the barber, and Smith, the 
stationer, were damaged by water, but 
not to any extent. 


Atthe Raymond station the Santa} 


Fé tracks were flooded, several ties 
were washed out, and the 1 o’clock 
train was abandoned. A large force 
of men was put to work at once to re- 
pair the damage. All trains were or- 
dered discontinued, and none will go 
out until this morning. 

The postoffice, too, is closed, the 
foundation next to the 8 being 
flooded with water to the depth of 10 
feet. The fire engine was put to work 
to pump out the water. Nomails were 
received or dispatched after dinner, 
nor were the clerks allowed to enter 
the building. 

The Webster block has an elevator 
annex connected with the building, 
and the foundation was buried beneat 
six feet of water.
